Mr. Pearce (Mo.). | Some very caustic 
things were said on both sides. 


PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


The House today enetered upon the 


consideration of the executive, legis- 
lative and judiciary appropriation bill. 
Before Mr. Hemenway (Ind.), who was 
in charge of the bill called it up the 
reports in the contested election case 
of Aldrich vs. Rob'inson from the 4th 
Alabama district were submitted. The 
majority reported In favor of the con- 
testant and the minority in favor of 
the sitting member. 


The Democrats were disposed to in-

Nesbitt law was the most disgraceful 
election law ever put upon the statute 
books of any state; worse in its ad- 
ministrative features than Che Goebel 
law in Kentucky. He denounced 
false the charge of the importation of 
voters in St. Louis. 


When Mr. Pearce concluded, the army 


appropriation bill was reported and 
the House adjourned. 


WILL REPORT FAVORABLY. 


Washington, Feb. 14. The Senate 


committee on foreign relations today 
authorized a favorable report on the 
bill providing for tbe punishment of 
violations of the treaty rights of aliens. 
The bill authorizes proceedings in the 
United States courts in cases of as- 
saults upon aliens. The bill was after- 
wards reported to the Senate by Mr. 
Foraker who, in his repoit, places the 
motive for the bill in the ignorance of 
foreign governments concerning our in- 
ternal affairs. -He urges the wisdom 
of conferring jurisdiction upon 
the 


United States couit, and says that to 
do so will not Interfere with the*iuris- 
dlctlon of state courts. "It seems so 
obvious," says the report, "that the 
government of the United States should 
be In a situation to enforce its treaty 
stipulations and accord the protection 
x> aliens which it guarantees, that, in 
the opinion of the committee, the bill 
should be passed." 


FOR AMERICAN RED CROSS.

from the North. Eight southern regi- 
ments that suffered a loss of 159 had 
only 761 applications! for pensions. This 
discrepancy he accounted for by the 
statement that In the South the pen- 
sion mania was not rampant. He cited 
the case of three volunteer regiments, 
Ninth Massachusetts', Eighth Ohio and 
First District of Columbia, neither of 
which had suffered 'loss in killed or 
wounded or missing, yet which, fur- 
nished 645, 487 and ,400 applicants re- 
spectively, for pensions. He declared 
that It would be no ihonor to be upon 
the pension roll with the men 
from 


those 
northern 
regiments • whose 


rapacity for pensions was due to a 
debauched public sentiment.

The staging in question iras 
used by the riveters in riveting the 
steel plates to the shell of the ves sel, 
and tbe plaintiff cla'lmed that by rea son 
of defective planksnsed in the staging 
he was thrown 25 or 30 feet to 
the 


ground while going along the stag< In 
tbe line of his doty, counting the 
rivets. The facts ^ere much In < 1s- 
pute, but the defendant's counsel rai :ed 
in defence a novel proposition of 1 iw, 
upon wbicb the court at first was in 
grave doubt. The point was, that the 
riveters, by the terms of their contract 
with the defendant firm, were paid so 
much per rivet and.1,that they received 
an extra compeustaion for putting up 
their own staging, the firm undertaking 
merely to furnish an adequate supply 
of suitable lumber from which the riv- 
eters could select, but the selection of 
the lumber and the,entire arranging of 
tbe stage, It was claimed, belonged to 
the riveters and not to the firm. Un- 
der those -circumstances, the defend- 
ant's counsel claimed that tbe firm 
could not be held liable, even though 
the plaintiff himself was employed! by 
the firm and had no knowledge of Ithe 
terms of the contract The court 
finally gave the law to the jury > as 
claimed by the defence,, and after a 
three daysHrlal the jury rendered a 
verdict for the defendant.

PLUCK AND PERTINACITY. 


A Story of Unyielding Qnt and Get 


There. 


To P. T. Barnum is accorded 
the 


coinage of the term 
"stick-to-it-ive- 


ness," a strong synonym for "per- 
tinacity " Now he who possesses per- 
tinacity must also 
possess pluck, 


another important element 
in tha 


achievement of success. A man devoid 
of this cannot be pertinacious, his reso- 
ution melts away in the face of ob- 
stacles which require pluck to over- 
come. 


The following story of unyielding ad- 


herence to purpose, performed under 
almost unthinkable hardships 
and 


dangers, ib a true one. for I was per- 
sonally aware of most of the facts con- 
cerned. Some of the Incidents, how- 
ever, were given me by a surgeon 
travelling into the Yukon country wi'h 
a detachment of the Northwest mount- 
ed police, and still others I obtained 
from the white trader In charge of the 
sixty-mile post. The story Ts of a man j 
who practically achieved the impossible 
m his bazaidous ice-journey 
in the 


dead of an Arctic winter. 
Happily 


success crowned the effort. 


In the fall of 1897. the ciy ot famine 


went up from the hungry town of Daw- 
son. Famt-heai ted miners turned their 
backs on the golden lure. 
Partners. 


with food foi but one. die* straws to 
asceitam which should remain and 
which should go 
Canadian citizens 


and American aliens appealed to their 
respective government for aid. 


In Octobei, with the last water, which 


was composed chiefly of running ice. 
a hungry exodus went down the nv«r 
to Fort Yukon 
T'-en the price of dogs 


went up to three hundred dollars, and 
dog-food to a dollar per pound. 1'lour 
was not to be had at out In ndied and 
fifty dollars per hundied-weight 
In 


November, with the first Ice another 
stampeded crowd hurried up the river 
to civilization and safety. 


This scare, which so greatly dimin- 


ished the number of empty mouths, 
was all that sav ed Daw son fi om a bit- 
tei winter. As it was, the gold seekers 
managed to pinch through; but those 
that fled in tlie height of the panic car- 
ried a teinble tale with them to salt 
water. 
AftPr that the winter settled 


down and all communication ceased, 


For the many faces turned south on 


the dismal halt-thousand miles of trail, 
there was one tbat held unerringly to 
the north. It belonged to a Dutchman, 
who knew little English and spoke iesb 
His equipment was moie meagre than 
that of those wbo passed him, and he 
was heading 
into the beart of the 


famine while tbev were running a\vay 
from it. He had barely food enough to 
last himself and dog to Dawson. 
He 


had a dog— a bull-dog, the short hair 
of which made 
it the woist possible 


choice of a sledge animal in that frosty 
laud. 


The refugees looked at his outfit and 


laugbcd. By eloquent signs — for misery 
speaks a common 
tongue — they ex- 


plained the lack of food. 
When that 


did not startle him, they painted lurid 
pictures of starvation and deatb 
But 


he 
always remained 
unperturbed. 


Then they ceased their grim mirth, 
and pleaded and entreated him to go 
back. But be invariably pressed on. 


Why not' 
He had started to 
go 


to the Klondike, and he certainly was 
going there. True, he had already tried 
tbe Stiklne route and lost his outfit 
and three comrades In its treacherous 
waters; true, he had then gone to St. 
Michaels, only to get tbere when th3 
Yukon was frozen, and to escape on 
tbe last vessel 
Before 
Bering sea 


closed; true, his money was gone and 
he had but a few weeks' food — all true, 
—but itSvas also true that he had left 
a wife and children in the States, and 
he must send yellow dust of the North 
to thenvbefore another year had passed*. 


And yet again — the real stamp of the 


man — he had started to go to the Klon- 
dike, and he was going there. For tbe 
third time he had ventured It, this time 
over the dreaded Chllkoot Pass in mid- 
winter.

THE VICE OF SHYING.I 


The vice of shying is one of tbe most 


annoying and dangerous, and] many 
farmers cantfot understand wbyj horses 
shy in the first place, and why at is so 
difficult to break them of this evil and 
dangerous habit, says Wallace's Farm- 
er. They do not stop to reflect that 
shyness is simply a revival of tan old 
babit essential to the very existence of 
the horse when it ran wild on desert or 
plain. .Every horse from colthjood up 
was obliged to be on the lookout for an 
enemy. Were It not for Its speed tbe 
horse would be almost as defenseless aa 
a sheep. It must depend on Its legs for 
safety, and Its eye and ear to warn It of, 
danger. Its eyes are so placed!that it 
can see on each aide and can turn its 
ears in all directions, so as to oajtch the 
slightest sound. When a wolf Islseen or 
the sound of a wolf heard, or a snake! 
trailing through the long graasjit waa 
ready for flight, and that habit through 
all the generations still continues and 
is strongest in the horse nearest to tbe 
original wild type and weakast in. 
horses of the draft tpye, out ot which it 
has been almost entirely bredl 
The 


horse seldom tears any object unless it 
appears suddenly; therefore, thajway to' 
break a horse of shying Is not I o whip 
It when it obeys the iMtinct ot Ita an-' 
cestors. This only makes It wo ise. for, 
it Is sure to remember that It U ere hid' 
ever been no reason for this Invo untary 
motion, it IB liable to get a whip] Ing tor 
It anyway. The only reasonable way to 
break a hone ot this habit U t»teo.ulre 
It to stop, whenever it.shiea, ax a let It 
seoythat there Is nothing to to afraid 
of.

First of Maine's" Topographical 


Maps Revived, 


The Work Being Paid for by the 


Thrae Commissioners — What Has 


Thus Far Bo?n Accomplished. 


The proof sheet of the first topo- 


graphic map issued under the dlrec- 
toin of the State of Maine has been 
received by thp commissioners. This 
comprises a section known as the Or- 
land quadrangle and embraces a terri- 
tory about 13 miles wide and >18 miles 
long . It is theiflrst result of the great 
work that was yoted by the last Legis- 
lature to be done in this line. 


But there is a very remarkable thing

Though this map is printed in 


black ink and is not the complete 
map, 
it shows the contour of the coun- 


try in that region. Every rise and de- 
pression of the ground is noted. Meas- 
urements were taken every twenty feet 
over the whole territorx in securing 
the contour of the land-., Little Bald 
mountain, over near Green lake, seems 
to be the highest spot, 1(50 feet aoove 
the level of the sea. The abrupt and 
precipitous little mountain is seen 
from the railroad train. 
Every lake 


is exactly plotted upon the paper 
There is no guessing on any of it The 
surveyors were exact. The work is a 
hard one when they are in tho field 
and as exacting there in the minute 
details as it is later when the charts 
are being made up.

given, together with all the town and 
county lines and the lines of railroad 
Nothing is left unaccounted for 
The 


State ordered that all the

"We knew nothing of this," said Mr 
Hichborn, while talking of the matter 
"until we put in our first bills of the 
expense of the (work. After we were 
commissioned we made a contract with 
the government for the work. The gov- 
ernment appropriates as 'much as each 
State for such work: Then the work 
progressed and j»e put In the bills for 
tiie time included. We were Informed 
that nothing could be found of an ac- 
count to cover this sort of a bill and 
there we stood. jThe honor of the State 
In this respect had to be sacrificed or 
we had to pay ourselves, and this we 
did. We expect of course to be remuner- 
ated at the next 'session of the legisla- 
ture."
